four passengers had landed near 
Pedcrnalcs, a Venezuelan port on 
the Atlantic at the northern edge 
of the wide delta. The 
tosvn is 


just 20 miles west of the tip of 
Trinidad in the British West In- 
dies. 


The report gained strength when 


Minister of Communications Oscar 
_Machado Zttloaga was tiuotcd In 
Caracas newspapers as saying the 


balloon had landed in Venezuela, 


The Civil Aeronautics Authority 


said, however, that it had nothing 
to confirm the 
report. It 
was 


supervising the search by a Com- 
munications Ministry DC3. After 
searching for only an hour or two, 
the plane was forced by darkness 
to land at Maturin, 60 miles west 
of Pedernales.
